Ben Sanfillippo, Kokomo, IN: ‘‘One 
area that will not receive universal rec- 
ognition in my book is the UWF.

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UWF champion One Man Gang pounds away on Missing Link. The perception of OMG as an 
incomplete wrestler has tamished the image of the UWF title and makes it difficult for some 
fans to seriously consider the thought of making the UWF title a world title. 


big reason is Terry Gordy. Now if a 
guy like Gordy can hold their belt for 
so long, how good can the wrestlers 
there be?

RESTLING’S 
COVERUP of 1986 was so 
successful that the public had no idea 
what was going on until a month after 
it was all over. On December 23, 1986, 
the February issue of Sports Review 
Wrestling went on sale with the follow- 
ing story: “Hawk’s Leg Broken In 
Two Places: Can The Road Warriors 
Ever Be The Same Again.” By then, it 
was too late. 

Call it Wrestlegate, Hawkgate, or 
Crockettgate, but by any name, it was 
still a coverup, a fraud of the highest 
order. Road Warrior Hawk broke his 
leg 29 days prior to The Road War- 
riors’ scaffold match against The Mid- 
night Express at Starrcade ’86 in At- 
lanta, and nobody, except for Hawk, 
Animal, Paul Ellering, Jim Cornette, 
certain high-ranking officials in the 
NWA offices, and a few wrestling 
journalists, knew anything about it. 

We accuse the NWA and Jim 
Crockett Promotions of denying the 
public its right to know about the inju- 
ry and, most important, subjecting 
Hawk to a situation in which he might 
have done further, and possibly perma- 
nent, damage to his leg.

scaffold) had a broken leg when he wrestled this match against The Midnight Express. This 
reckless action could have cost Hawk his career. Jim Crockett Promotions is accused of 


covering up Hawk's injury. 

a crushing Yatsu backdrop and came 
down on the fibula of his left leg, 
breaking the bone in two places. 

Jim Crockett Promotions was imme- 
diately informed of the accident and 
held a meeting to decide what actions 
should be taken. The doctors’ progno- 
sis was that it would take from four to 
six weeks for Hawks’ leg to heal, fol- 
lowed by a brief rehabilitation period. 
Starreade, and the big scaffold match 
that was the centerpiece of the World 
Championship Wrestling’s most impor- 
tant card of the year, was four weeks 
and a day away. 

The decision was to clam up, not let 
anything out. There was still a chance, 


however slim, that Hawk would be 
able to wrestle, and there was no rea- 
son to risk ticket sales on such a ques- 
tionable matter. In fact, Hawk insisted 
from the start that he would wrestle at 
Starrcade, whether injured or not. Be- 
ing a man of honesty, not to mention 
great courage, Hawk’s words were ap- 
parently good enough for World 
Championship Wrestling. 

There was also the matter of oppo- 
nents taking advantage of Hawk’s in- 
jury. If Hawk did wrestle at Starrcade 
and The Midnight Express was aware 
of the injury, there was an excellent 
chance that Dennis Condrey and Bob-

ROAD WARRIOR HAWK 


HE LOOK ON Jim Cornette’s face said it all. He 

figured it was a farce, a publicity stunt perhaps, de- 
signed to scare him and The Midnight Express, but when 
The Road Warriors were announced and Hawk emerged 
from the dressing room, right alongside Animal and man- 
ager Paul Ellering, he realized that it wasn't a dream. 
Starrcade *86 would become Cornette’s nightmare. 

Some 17 minutes later, Dennis Condrey came flying 
down from the 20-foot high scaffold, giving The Road 
Warriors the victory. Then Cornette, who is deathly afraid 
of heights, got cornered by Animal and Ellering at the top 
of the scaffold. And Cornette, too, came flying down. 

But even these events could not match the feeling 
Cornette had when Hawk appeared. Twenty-nine days 
earlier, The Road Warriors were on tour in Japan, wres- 
tling All-Japan International tag team champions Yoshiaki 
Yatsu and Riki Choshu. Yatsu delivered a tremendous 
backdrop to Hawk, who came crashing down on the 
fibula of his left leg. The bone broke in two places. 

The NWA, hoping that Hawk would return in time for 
Starrcade, did not publicize the incident (see “We Accuse,” 
page 12), However, in last month's issue of Sports Review 
Wrestling, we reported in-depth on the injury. During the 
four weeks preceding Starrcade, few fans knew of the 
injury. Cornette, however, did know, and had a hard time 
controlling his ecstasy. “The Legion of Doom is doomed,” 
he said at one point. 

No guts, no glory. No pain, no gain. Say what you will. 
Hawk did wrestle at Starrcade, despite his enormous pain. 
He took the chance of further injuring his leg and, consid- 
ering the inherent risks of a scaffold match, put his entire 
career on the line. Road Warrior Hawk proved his cour- 
age and determination. He’s our “Wrestler of the Month” 
for March, 

“The amazing thing was that very few fans knew about 
the injury, so when The Road Warriors came out, they got 
the response they always get,” said Senior Editor Bill 
Apter, who was at the Thanksgiving Day spectacular in 
Atlanta. “Cornette knew, though, and his face got all 
flushed and sweaty. | think he figured that at the very 
most, Hawk would come out in crutches or in a cast and 
just stand at one end of the platform while Animal did all 
the work. When Hawk came out looking good as new, he 
was shocked.” 

Almost the entire staff of Sports Review Wrestling 
agreed that Hawk’s act was extremely courageous and 
worthy of his selection. “I spoke to a couple of doctors 
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before writing the story on Hawk and they all said there 
was no way he could return so fast,” said Craig Peters. 
“He's basically a medical miracle.” 

The lone dissenter was Managing Editor Stu Saks. “Peo- 
ple tend to confuse courage with stupidity some times,” 
said Saks. “I’m a big fan of the Warriors, but what if Hawk 
had fallen and broken his leg again or cost his team the 
win? He's a professional athlete and should have more 
respect for his body than to put it on the line for no 
reason at all. The Midnight Express doesn’t even have the 
tag titles anymore. | vote for [UWF champion] One Man 
Gang.” 

Hawk's injury was supposed to keep him out of action 
for at least four to six weeks, and when he did return it 
was expected that he would go through a brief rehabilita- 
tion period. A scaffold match was certainly out of the 
question. “It is very important that Hawk's leg heal cor- 
rectly or permanent damage could result,” said one 
physician. 

Characteristically, however, Hawk was defiant. “I don’t 
give a damn,” he was quoted as saying in the February 
1987 issue of Sports Review Wrestling. “I'm getting up on 
that scaffold and I'm gonna beat the snot out of The 
Midnight Express the way they need to have the snot 
beaten out of them! Broken leg in two places? Nothing to 
it. To keep me out of the ring, you've got to do a lot 
more to me than that. A hell of a lot more.” 

The key to Hawk’s quick recovery was a healing pro- 
cess prescribed by sports medicine doctor Frederick Mos- 
ley of Minnesota. Hawk was treated with electralysis, an 
electrical form of treatment. He also had casts designed by 
Dr. Joseph Estwanick, who treated Dusty Rhodes’ broken 
ankle last year, and had them changed weekly. 

“Only the best for the best,” said Ellering. “I wouldn't 
subject my men to any voodoo doctors. | found out who 
were the best out there and got 'em for Hawk. He said 
that he wanted to wrestle at Starrcade and I promised him 
that I'd do my best to help.” 

Like Ellering promised, the injury only added to The 
Road Warriors’ killer instinct. Perhaps fueled by the pain 
of the injury, Hawk seemed more determined than ever. 
Knowing that he might have to carry more of his team’s 
weight, Animal showed the ferocity of a tiger cat. 

The Road Warriors are back. The intensity, the killer 
instinct, the drive, all returned on one night in Atlanta. 
“The Night of The Skywalkers” belonged to Road Warrior 
Hawk, a most deserved “Wrestler of the Month.” C) 
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For the courage he displayed at 
Starrcade ‘86, Road Warrior Hawk 
eamed the right to be named “Wrestler 
of the Month.”

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TONY ATLAS 


HE WORLD CLASS area has 

become known for its musclemen. 
There’s Lance, Kevin, and Kerry Von 
Erich, The Dingo Warrior, and Steve 
Simpson. To that list add Tony Atlas, 
a veteran of the sport but a newcomer 
to the World Class area. 


Fans in Texas will remember Atlas 
from his NWA and AWA days. The 
Tony Atlas of 1987 is not much differ- 
ent. Big, powerful, and well-defined, 
with a quiet but loving personality, At- 
las is a favorite with the fans. His 
introduction to the World Class fans 


did little to change that. 

On Thanksgiving Day in Dallas’ Re- 
union Arena, Atlas renewed his long 
feud with Abdullah the Butcher, a 
feud that has crisscrossed the NWA 
and the AWA. Atlas is well-acquainted 
with the Sudanese beast’s tricks and 
was prepared when manager Gary 
Hart handed Abdullah a foreign ob- 
ject. Atlas grabbed the weapon from 
Abdullah and was immediately disqual- 
ified by referee Rick Hazzard. But At- 
las didn’t mind; the alternative was 
getting his head carved to pieces. 

Four days later, in nearby Ft. 
Worth, Atlas faced a more serious 
challenge in the person of World Class 
TV champion Crusher Yurkof. Atlas 
had the powerful Yurkof in a sleeper- 
hold near the ropes. As Crusher flailed 
his arms in an attempt to escape, he 
mistakenly struck referee Hazzard and 
momentarily knocked him out. Then 
manager Larry Sharpe climbed onto 
the ring apron and clotheslined Atlas. 
Yurkof covered Atlas and Hazzard got 
up just as Sharpe was making the 
three-count, Hazzard called for the bell 
and disqualified Yurkof for his manag- 
er’s interference. World Class rules al- 
low for a title change when the cham- 
pion is disqualified and Atlas was 
given the belt. 

The matches against Abdullah and 
Yurkof were typical of the competition — 
Atlas will face in his new area. The 
veteran star has been around, but faces 
a unique challenge everywhere he goes. 
Atlas spoke with Senior Editor Bill 
Apter about these challenges and some 
of his still unmet career goals.

RIMAL HUNGER BURNS in the 

widening eyes of Kamala. As 
the Ugandan giant’s beefy hands 
tighten their grip around the throat 
of Hulk Hogan, the WWF heavy- 
weight champion attempts to 
scream; all that emerges from Ho- 
gan's mouth is a staccato, gutteral 
rat-a-tat that indicates his air pas- 
sage is being pinched shut. 

The tiny red veins in Kamala's 
eyes seem to take on an incandes- 
cent glow. A cannibalistic grimace 
that might be mistaken for a smile 
reveals few teeth, mostly gums; a 
glob of spittle inches down his chin. 

Three or four throaty coughs are 


followed by a brief but violent se- 
ries of spasmodic twitches. Hogan 
falls limp in the Ugandan’s hands. 
The final cough from The Hulkster 
sends a fine spray of blood through 
the air, spattering Kamala’s face 
with tiny crimson polka dots. Ka- 
mala’s thick tongue laps the blood 
off his own lips. It seems impossible, 
but Kamala’s eyes appear to widen 
even further. 

The complete and utter horror of 
the next few minutes causes un- 
speakable and indescribable actions 
to blur together into an amorphous 
image of abject revulsion and ter- 
ror. And fear. And blood. Pain. A

glint of steel. Screams. Grunts. 
Sounds ‘that could only have been 
created in hell, Or a cannibal’s 
jungle. 

And the final image, more horri- 
ble than any other: Hulk Hogan's 
bloody head tottering precariously 
atop the jungle spear of Kamala. 

The Ugandan Headhunter has 
fulfilled his mission. 

Images of a nightmare. Perhaps 
the nightmare of an impressionable 
child too young to filter the stark 
and sometimes confusing sights of 
WWF wrestling though his still-de- 
veloping brain. Perhaps the night- 
mare of many wrestling fans antici- 
pating the impending series of 
WWE championship bouts involving 
Kamala. 

Certainly 
nightmare. 

The Hulk Hogan-Kamala war is 
sure to go down in history as being 
distinguished by uncommon levels 
of sadism, brutality, and viciousness. 
Wrestling skills don’t count here. It’s 
survival of the fittest. If Charles Dar- 
win were alive, the WWF's front 
office celebrity-hunters might enlist 
him as special referee—that is if he 
wasn't completely astounded by the 
very fact of the Ugandan: giant's 
existence. 

Indeed, Kamala’s existence is a 
riddle. He is a pure savage, a 
throwback to a time when jungle 
instincts ruled the world. Even Kim 
Chee and Wizard King Curtis, Ka- 
mala’s handler and manager, re- 
spectively, seem to have a great 
deal of trouble controlling the 
man/beast. : 

But someone, somewhere, some- 
how does possess a modicum of 
control over Kamala. 

For how else would a 380-pound 
savage from the jungles of Uganda, 
a behemoth with no wrestling skills, 
secure a match against the WWF 
World heavyweight champion? 

“There’s a determination about 
Kamala, a sense of purpose, that's 
unbelievable. I've never seen it in 
him before. And it scares me.” 

These are the words of one 
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Hulk Hogan's 


WWF wrestler who demanded to 
speak off the record for fear of re- 
prisal from the Ugandan giant and 
his manager and handler, 

“The word around the dressing 
rooms is that somebody's paid The 
Wizard a hell of a lot of money to 
send Kamala up against Hogan. 
And they want Kamala to go for it: 
To be let loose. Bring Hogan's head 
on a platter or a spear, if he has to. 
Anything—just get rid of Hogan. It 
could get pretty ugly. Nobody 
knows who it is, but there are plen- 
ty of rumors.” 

And plenty of possibilities. 

Perhaps it's Paul Orndorff, still 
stinging from multiple defeats at the 
hands of Hogan in a series of cage 
matches. 

Perhaps it’s Roddy Piper, who 
sees Hogan as the only man stand- 
ing between him and the fame and 
fortune of being the sport’s most 
popular wrestler, and obviously 
won't risk his standing by going af- 
ter the champion himself. 

Perhaps it’s Bobby Heenan, who 
harbors a deep hatred for Hogan, 
hatred that stretches back to the 
early ‘80s when both Hogan and 
Heenan were rivals in the AWA. 

Indeed, it could be anyone. 
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When you're Hulk Hogan—an indi- 
vidual who has transcended the 
sport of wrestling to become a na- 
tional celebrity and an industry in 
and of himself—people are after 
more than just your title. They 
want your fame, your money, and 
your fans. Your glory. Your blood. 

Kamala, the one wrestler in the 
WWF with the least amount of 
wrestling skills, may be the one 
wrestler in the WWF with the 
greatest chance of injuring Hogan.

Primal hunger burns in the wid- 
ening eyes of Kamala.

Tens of thou- 
sands of fans’ eyes burn with the 
horror of sights they have never 
before seen. Kim Chee mutters in- 
structions from ringside; Wizard 
King Curtis does the same. Hulk 
Hogan looks across the ring at a 
living nightmare.

STEVE WILLIAMS 


CLOSES IN ON 
THE UWF TITLE 


TEVE WILLIAMS HAS been 
forced to lear patience, but 
that patience is wearing thin. 

Coming off his Most Improved 
Wrestler of the Year selection in 
1985, he had set 1986 as the year 
he would mle the UWF. But the 
majority of the year was dominat- 
ed by Jim Duggan and Terry 
Gordy, and Williams, while not ex- 
actly keeping a low profile, never 
surfaced to make a serious run at 
the title. 

But now the belt is in the shaky 
hands of One Man Gang, and Dr. 
Death knows that his goal is within 
reach. The highest honor in the 
UWF might soon be his. And for 
the former Oklahoma football star, 
the Sooner the better. 

“This is what we all strive for, 
this is it,’ says Williams, whose 
gruff appearance belies his per- 
sonable character. “I can smell 
blood, baby, and that’s the blood 
of One Man Gang. How much 
longer can that overweight bum 
hang on to the belt?” 

Ever since November 9 in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, that question has been 
on the mind of all UWF observers. 
One Man Gang is considered one 
of the worst technical wrestlers in 
the sport, but he has two things 


The opportunity is there and Steve ‘‘Dr. Death’’ Williams is 
ready to take advantage of it.

title, but that can’t last for long. Williams is at the top of his 
game and closing in fast! 
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going for him: 468 pounds and a 
killer instinct nurtured while grow- 
ing up on the streets of Chicago. 
Still; there are too many nega- 
tives for him to last: his lack of 
scientific skills, immobility in the 
ring, inability to wrestle at full 
strength for longer than five min- 
utes, the misguidance of Skandor 
Akbar (one of the most selfserving 
managers in wrestling), and the 
fact that Gang is hated by fan fa- 
vorites and milebreakers alike. 
The final factor is directly relat- 
ed to the manner in which he won 
the belt. Gordy was scheduled to 
wrestle twice on one card and 
was injured before his title de- 
fense against One Man Gang. De- 
spite Michael Hayes’ request on his 
partner’s behalf, UWF officials 
would not allow Gordy to post- 
pone the title defense, opting to 
award the belt to OMG by default. 
This drew the ire of The Free- 
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birds. Of course, Gang was al- 
ready the target of every fan favor- 
ite in the area. 

With all these factors working 
against him, OMG is expected to 
lose the title. And Steve Williams 
is primed to speed up the pro- 
cess. Williams has the eye of the 
tiger, and as he closes in on One 
Man Gang he only gets hungrier. 

“T've never seen Steve like this,” 
says Ted DiBiase, who held the 
Mid-South tag team title with Wil- 
liams on two occasions. “Steve is 
really hungry night now because 
he knows that One Man Gang is a 
stiff and just waiting to be beaten. 
Right now, he’s more ‘Dr. Death’ 
than Steve Williams. 

Steve “Dr. Death” Williams real- 
ly is two people. Steve Williams is 
the man who rescues men from 
buming cars (May 1986, Inside 
Wrestling) but also needs to be 
told that “Wrestling Is Not A Team

Sport!” (August 1986, Inside Wres- 
tling) because he spends too 
much time wrestling in tag team 
matches. Dr. Death is the man who 
claims to ignore the cheers of the 
fans and demands, “Sew Me Up 
Doc, I’ve Got A Match Tonight” 
(Winter 1985, Wrestling 85) after a 
cut above his eye required 108 
stitches. 

Both are authentic, because the 
man that wins the UWF tile will 
be a combination of the two. Since 
last summer, Williams has devoted 
most of his energy to singles com- 
petition and has seen his skills im- 
prove drastically. Often skill is not 
enough, but Williams’ determina- 
tion and his outright refusal to be 
softened by the cheers of the fans 
makes him even better. 

“Steve has always had the po- 
tential to be a great wrestler and 
now he’s finally living up to his 
potential,” says Terry Taylor. ‘‘He’s 


never been this good.” 

Williams has already had several 
shots at One Man Gang, but most 
of these matches have ended in 
disqualifications and countouts. 
“You're talking about two very ex- 
plosive personalities getting to- 
gether in the ring,” says UWF tele- 
vision announcer Jim Ross. Yet 
Williams has such a diverse array 
of tools that with each match the 
chances of him beating Gang 
increase. 

“Gang gets worn down very fast 
and I’ve got to figure out a way to 
keep him in the ring once he gets 
tired,” says Williams. “The thing 
is, Gang isn’t as stupid as he is fat, 
and Akbar is a scheming slob. 
Gang gets tired and he muns. I 
can’t let him run. I have to keep 
on his tail and never let him get 
away. I’m a million times better

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UWF’'S JOHN TATUM 


ARRESTED: 
arged With Negligent Homicide

OHN TATUM WAS arrested by 

the Caddo Parish Sherriff’s Office 
in Louisiana on December 5 and 
charged with negligent homicide, pos- 
session of marijuana, and possession 
of marijuana with intent to distribute. 
Tatum faces a maximum 15 years in 
prison if convicted. 

The UWF star was charged after a 
two-car accident in Natchez, Louisiana, 
on November 24 at 9:59 p.m. when 
the car Tatum was driving struck the 
vehicle driven by Jason Randolph 
Rachal. Rachal, 29, of Natchez, was 
pronounced dead at the scene by 
Natchitoches coroner Dr, Charles 
Cook. Tatum suffered two broken an- 
kles and minor lacerations, and at 
press time was. still confined to a 
wheelchair. Tatum’s passenger, Melin- 
da S. White, 24, of Clearwater, Flori- 
da, suffered two broken legs. 

Tatum was arrested upon his release 
from Louis Knighten Hospital in 
Shreveport and posted a $10,000 prop- 
erty bond for bail. He was also 
charged with improper passing and no 
driver’s license on his person. The 
charge for no driver’s license led to the 
more serious charges for possession of 
marijuana and possession with intent 
to distribute. Police were searching Ta- 
tum’s car for a license when they alleg- 
edly discovered a _ half-pound of 
marijuana. 

White, the owner of the car, was 
charged with simple possession of mar-

ijuana and simple possession of mari- 


juana with intent to distribute. She was 
released by Louisiana State University 
Medical Center approximately one 
week ‘after the accident, but, as of 
press time, had not been apprehended 
by authorities. 

According to Louisiana State Police 
reports, Tatum was traveling north in 
White’s 1984 Ford Tempo and at- 
tempting to pass three 18-wheel trucks 
on State Highway One, a two-lane 
highway, when he struck Rachal’s car. 
It was raining at the time and one of 
the trucks kicked up a spray, making it 
impossible for either driver to avoid 
the accident. Both were traveling at ap- 
proximately 50 miles per hour. 

“Tt was a bad accident and I’m sur- 
prised that anybody lived,” said Dr. 
Cook. “It appears as if Rachal died 
instantly, judging by the crushing inju- 
ries he had. Both cars were just demol- 
ished.” The Natchitoches Times re- 
ported that White was pinned in the 
car for 15 minutes before rescue crews 
could get her out. Tatum and Rachal 
were taken by ambulance to LSU 
Medical Center. 

Tatum was aware of the charges 
when contacted at the hospital but 
maintained his innocence. ‘I know 
what they’re charging me with, but I 
say that they’re not true charges,”’ said 
Tatum, who was on his way to a wres- 
tling card in Shreveport at the time of 
the accident. “It wasn’t negligent, it 
was an accident. It was storming, and 
when I changed lanes 1 rammed into 
the guy [Rachal]. The other guy only 
had one headlight on and I was only 
passing one 18-wheeler. There was no 
marijuana in the car. It’s just some- 
thing the police are saying. I had none 
on me. I plan to plead not guilty to all 
charges.” 

Attorney William H, Ledbetter has 
been retained by Tatum to represent 
him. When reached by Sports Review 
Wrestling, Ledbetter had only had pre- 


said he could not comment further on 
the case. As of press time, the case had 
still not reached the offices of Natchi- 
toches District Attorney Mike Henry. 
The case will go before the 10th judi- 
cial court in Natchitoches Parish. 

According to Henry, Tatum faces a 
maximum of 10 years in prison for 
possession of marijuana with intent to 
distribute and a maximum five years 
for negligent homicide. Both are 
felonies. 

Tatum, 27, of Arlington, Texas, was 
coming from a wrestling card in Alex- 
andria, Louisiana, and on his way to 
face Eddie Gilbert at the Hirsch Coli- 
seum. Shortly after his arrival at LSU 
Medical Center, he was transferred to 
Louis Knighten Hospital. Tatum said 
that with proper therapy, he could be 
ready to wrestle by February. 

But before that happens, Tatum will 
have to deal with the criminal charges. 
At press time, he had not yet been 
arraigned and a court date had not 
been set. 

Police originally reported that White 
is a wrestling valet who goes by the 
name of Missy Hyatt. This, however, 
turned out to be inaccurate: According 
to UWF official Ken Mantell, Missy 
has not missed a card and was not in 
the accident. White is not a valet, but 
simply Tatum’s girlfriend. Hyatt, Ta- 
tum’s former girlfriend, is currently en- 
gaged to Eddie Gilbert. 

Rachal, a caprenter, is survived by a 
wife and two children. O

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RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most.important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Same time, this year. One year can make quite a difference, espe- 
cially in an ever-changing sport such as professional wrestling, where 
titles constantly change hands and wrestlers move from one area to 
another. But that’s one of the great things about this great sport; 
you never know what's going to happen or when. 

Because of the ever-changing nature of wrestling, we thought it 
would be interesting to look back at the final Top 10 ratings of 1985 
and see how they compared to the final ratings of 1986. We took 
the ratings from the March 1986 issue of Sports Review Wrestling 
(for the period ended December 11, 1985) and compared them to 
the ratings in this issue (for the period ended December 11, 1986), 
just to see what happened and why. 

Some things just don’t change. Last year at this time, Ric Flair was 
NWA World champion and number one in the Top 10. This year, 
he's still NWA World champion and number one. In fact, although 
Flair lost his World title to Dusty Rhodes for two weeks last summer, 
the schedule of Sports Review Wrestling ratings periods allowed him 
to stay number one in the Top 10 for all 12 months of 1986. 

Whatever happened to Rick Martel? The popular star was AWA 
World champion and number two in the Top 10 at this time last 
year, but now he’s nowhere to be found in any of our ratings. 
Martel spent most of the year wrestling in Canada and just recently 
signed with the WWF, where he formed the Can-Am Connection 
with Tom Zenk. Can Martel return to his 1985 prominence, or will he 
get lost in the WWF shuffle? That’s one of the big questions of 1987. 

WWF World champion Hulk Hogan 
was a perennial in 1986. The 302-pound 
superstar from Venice Beach was never 
seriously challenged for the title and 
moved up one spot, to number two, 
from this time last year. Hogan's domi- 
nance over his WWF rivals became 
more apparent as the year went on, 

; and for one month in some of our 

; sister publications he even replaced 
m. Flair as number one. 
Hulk Hogan Dusty Rhodes had an up and down 
year. He was NWA TV champion and number four in the Top 10 last 
year, When he defeated Flair for the World championship, he went 
as high as number two, but since then it’s been all downhill. He 
quickly succumbed to Flair’s challenge, and recently lost his TV title 
to Tully Blanchard in a first blood match at Starrcade ‘86. Now, he’s 
number eight. / 

Tito Santana was WWF Intercontinental champ and number five 
last year. He lost the I-C title to Randy Savage at Boston Garden in 
February and has been fighting, thus far in vain, to regain the belt. 
Santana is slowly sliding in the WWF ratings and he’s gone from our 
Top 10. 

We all know what happened to Magnum T.A., who had the 


toughest year of all. Things started off well, as he won the U.S. 
championship from Blanchard. It was all downhill from there. He 
lost the title to Nikita Koloff after a grueling, summer-long, best-of- 
seven series, but then suffered the worst blow of all. After getting 
seriously injured in an automobile accident, his career is still in 
doubt. Naturally, he’s no longer in the Top 10. 

Although without a title, Randy Savage was number seven at this 
time last year. He solved that problem when he won the Interconti- 
nental title, and has held it ever since. Savage has impressively 
disposed of all comers and has solidified his hold on the title. He 
moved up four spots from last year to number three. 

Nikita Koloff, one of the promising young stars of 1985, was also 
without a singles title but rated at number eight last year. Many 
observers felt that Nikita was knocking at the door and ready to take 
the sport by storm in 1986. He didn’t disappoint. What a summer 
this 275-pound native of Moscow, Russia, had! Nikita defeated Mag- 
num T.A. in the U.S, title series, then defeated Wahoo McDaniel in 
the U.S. title-National title unification match. He’s now number four 
and the top contender for Flair’s title. 

Butch Reed’s appearance in the year-end Top 10 ratings was his 
only appearance of 1985. By the following month he was gone. Not 
long ago, he resurfaced in the WWF as a blond. And Kerry Von Erich 
is another member of the 1985 year-end Top 10 who suffered a 
career-threatening injury in 1986. He was seriously injured in a 
motorcycle accident last June and is still working toward making a 
comeback. 

That leaves us with five men in this year’s Top 10 who weren't 
there last year.-Lex Luger had only been wrestling for a month at this 
time last year but was already Southern champion. He's still South- 
ern champion, and in the past year clearly established his domi- 
nance in the Florida area. He's number five and- moving up. 

Kevin Von Erich brought honor back to the World Class title when 
he defeated Black Bart on Columbus Day in Dallas. Kevin has 
successfully defended the belt ever since and is one reason behind 
the recent resurgence of the World Class area; he is rated sixth. 
After AWA World champion Stan Hansen failed to show for a title 
defense on June 29 in Denver, officials handed the belt over to Nick 
Bockwinkel. This caused an uproar, but Bockwinkel still has the belt 
and. a spot at number seven. 

In terms of ratings, the best move Paul Orndorff made in 1986 was 
turning on former friend and tag team partner Hulk Hogan. Despite 
losing most of the matches, Orndorff was impressive in a series of 
title shots against Hogan and is number nine. Then there's Jake 
Roberts, who rode his pet snake’ Damien to new respect in the WWF 
and a number 10 ranking overall. 


What will next year bring? Who knows? How about some predic- 
tions?

Eddie Collins, Louisville, KY: ‘The 
UWF is just the old Mid-South area, 
right? Would you say that area should 
have had a world champion? Of 
course not. So why all of a sudden 
should they have one now? Because 
they changed their name and added a 
little flash to their broadcasts? Well, 
this is one fan who isn’t buying any of 
it. They have a long way to go before 
they convince me they should get a 
world champion. Let them wait.’ 


Milton Epstein, Clearwater, FL: 
“Wrestling has been a pastime of mine 
for 40 years. I know good wrestling 
when I see it. This UWF is something 
else, a lot of action and excitement. 
That Missy Hyatt, whoo! I have to be 
careful; my wife might hear me. So 
what was the question? Oh, should the 
UWF have a world champion? Yes, 
yes they should. Do you know why? 
Because they have the best wrestling in 
the world.” 


Barbara Mortadella, Wheeling, WV: 
“My cousin in Oklahoma says the 
UWF is the best without question. She 
knows a lot about wrestling, but I 
think she might be biased because the 
UWF is so popular where she lives. In 
my opinion, they still have to prove 
themselves over a long period of time. 
Your magazines are the most impor- 
tant in the wrestling world. Since the 
ratings are taken so seriously, a world- 
wide recognition has to be given out 
carefully.” 


Rudy Carlson, Tempe, AZ: “It is hard 
for me to picture One Man Gang as a 
world champion.

Should the NWA and Jim Crockett Promotions have told the fans about 
Hawk's injury before Starrcade? The editors of Sports Review Wrestling answer no to the 


first question and yes to the second. 


by Eaton, ruthless as they are, would 
key on Hawk’s injured leg. So why let 
them know? Why give The Midnight 
Express an added advantage? ‘ 
But Crockett Promotions forgot one 
minor detail. They didn’t realize that 
the fraternity of wrestlers is tight and 
news of Hawk’s injury would get back 
to the States. Sports Review Wrestling 
has a team of correspondents through- 
out Europe and Japan. So does Jim 
Cornette, manager of The Midnight 
Express. Within hours after the injury, 
Cornette was aware of what had taken 
place and so were The Midnights. 


So much for Crockett Promotions’ 
good intentions. 

“I knew from the start and I in- 
structed my men to go right after 
Hawk’s leg,’’ said Cornette, who, iron- 
ically, injured his knee as the result of 
a fall after the match and required sur- 
gery. ““Hawk was a fool to get on top 
of that scaffold with my men and he’s 
lucky he got out of there alive.” 

“TI agree with that,’ said Managing 
Editor Stu Saks, who filed the lone 
vote against Hawk for ‘‘Wrestler of 
the Month’ (see page 1/8). ‘Forget 
Hawk. His foolish courage wouldn’t 


allow him to bow out of the match, 
but Crockett Promotions and the 
NWA had a responsibility to him. 
What if he fell off the scaffold? Who 
knows what kind of permanent dam- 
age could have been caused?”’ 

The editors of Sports Review Wres- 
tling all agreed that Hawk should not 
have been allowed to wrestle in the 
scaffold match at Starreade. The Road 
Warriors were certainly the big attrac- 
tion at the annual Thanksgiving Day 
show. But if the fans had been asked, 
they certainly would have preferred 
that Hawk not wrestle, rather than risk 
permanent injury. 

In America, people have a right to 
-do.as they please, as long as it is with- 
in the boundaries of the law. A man is 
allowed to pursue a career in whatever 
field he chooses. Professional athletes 
have the same rights. Yet, Road War- 
rior Hawk was working for the NWA 
and for Jim Crockett Promotions. 
These organizations are responsible for 
the safety of their wrestlers. Doctors 
warmed that Hawk was taking a 
chance by wrestling at Starrcade. He 
should not have been allowed to 
compete. 

In boxing, commissioners and 
attendant physicians are allowed to de- 
cide whether or not a man is capable 
of performing. There have been in- 
stances, however rare, when a fight 
was cancelled because one boxer was 
deemed unfit for competition: These 
same stringent safety standards that 
apply to boxing must apply to wres- 
tling, which takes a much greater toll 
on the athlete. 

Editor-in-Chief Peter King, summa- 
rizing, spoke the following words: 
‘Athletes sometimes think that their 
bodies are indestructible and in these 
instances, sounder minds must take 
control of the situation and say, ‘No, 
you can’t compete. You are taking too 
great a risk.’ These same people must 
also weigh the value of the dollar 
against the people’s right to know in 
these situations. This is America, land 
of truth and justice. Professional wres- 
tling represents everything that is great 
about this land of ours. Its integrity 
must be protected at all costs.’ O

TLANTA: In one of the most 
startling and sudden title shifts 

in wrestling history, Rick Rude and 
Manny Fernandez won the NWA 
World tag team title from The Rock 
‘n’ Roll Express here on December 6. 
In the early minutes of World 
Championship Wrestling on Super- 
Station WTBS, Fernandez and Rude 
challenged the Rock ‘n’ Rolls to a 
title match. Promoter Jim Crockett 


came out with a contract, but said 
that since Robert Gibson and Rick 
Morton had not been given proper 
notice, they did not have to agree to 
wrestle. Morton and Gibson, howev- 
er, signed the contract. 

The two teams returned to the 
dressing room to prepare for the 
match. Later, when the Rock ’n’ Rolls 
came out, Morton’s left arm was 
bandaged. No specifics were given, 
but from all reports, the injury was 
not serious. Hernandez and Rude 
concentrated on Morton's arm for 
most of the match, which lasted 20 
minutes. 

The match got out of hand when 
Morton was ‘tossed out of the ring 
by Fernandez and fell on his bad left 
arm. He returnéd to make the tag, 
and suddenly all four men were in 


the ring. The Rock ‘n’ Rolls took 
control and Gibson put Fernandez in 
a sleeper. Manager Paul Jones 
climbed onto the ring apron and dis- 
tracted Gibson enough so that Rude 
could escape the hold and head 
back to his corner. 

As Rude stood in his corner, half 
in and half out, Gibson pushed Fer- 
nandez into the ropes for a back- 
ward rollover. Referee Scrappy 


McGowan ordered Jones off the ring 
apron. When McGowan turned to 
the action, he noticed that Morton 
was still in the ring. He ordered him 
out. Meanwhile, Gibson had execut- 
ed a backward rollover and had Fer- 
nandez pinned. Rude made the save 
with a stunning clothesline. Fernan- 
dez then grabbed Gibson’s trunks 
and scored the pin. 

“It doesn’t matter how we won it, 
all that matters is that we-won,” said 
Rude after the match. 

“They won by cheating and we 
intend to get those belts back right 
away,” said Morton. “We were stu- 
pid to take a match like this in the 
first place, but we were champions 
and, in my mind, we still are. We'll 
be back.”

For the next 
4% hours, live matches took place 
alternately between Greensboro and 
Atlanta, providing non-stop action that 
made the night a truly memorable one. 


GREENSBORO MATCHES 


Tim Horner & Nelson Royal vs. 
Don Kernodle & Rocky Kernodle: 
Horner carried most of the weight for 
his team in this exciting opening bout 
that offered non-stop action, and 
pinned Rocky Kernodle for the victory 
after reversing a rolling reverse cradle. 
Time of the match: 7:36. 

Hector Guerrero & Baron Von 
Raschke vs. Shaska Whatley & 
Konga The Barbarian: Guerrero and 
Von Raschke formed an unlikely team 
to go up against one division of Paul 
Jones’ Army, Shaska and Konga. The 
high-flying Guerrero thrilled the crowd 
when he performed a picture-perfect 
flying bodypress against Konga. The 
official end of the match came when 
Von Raschke pinned Whatley following 
an elbowsmash, but the action contin- 
ued as Shaska and Konga threw Guer- 
rero out of the ring and double- 


-| clotheslined Von Raschke. Time of the 


match: 7:23. 

Wahoo McDaniel vs. Rick Rude: 
This Indian strap match. was a brutal 
display of wrestling savagery. Both men 
were cut wide open after just a few 
minutes, but Wahoo—a classic brawler

Following a lengthy struggle 
with Tim Horner, Nelson Royal, Baron 
Von Raschke, and Wahoo McDaniel, 
Fernandez was placed in the cage. The 
match itself was a brief bloodbath as 
Jones pounded Valiant with a foreign 
object. Valiant managed to get the ob- 
ject, knocked out Jones, and scored 
the pinfall, earning the right to shave 
Jones’ head bald. After Fernandez was 
let out of the cage, he and Rick Rude 
delivered a double DDT to Valiant on 
a steel chair, leaving him helpless in a 
pool of blood. Time of the match: 
4:02. 

The Rock ’n’ Roll Express vs. 
Ole & Arn Anderson: This match 
was held in a steel cage with the Rock 
’n’ Rolls’ NWA World tag team belts 
at stake. The Andersons concentrated 
on injuring Robert Gibson’s left leg 
early in the bout.

centrated on opening cuts on Rick 
Morton’s face. It seemed as if the An- 
dersons would certainly win the belts 
this night: Gibson was limping around 
the ring, barely able to walk, and Mor- 
ton’s face was a hideous mask of crim- 
son. But when Ole picked Morton up 
for a bodyslam, Gibson expended his 
last bits of energy and dropkicked 
Morton in the back—causing Ole to 
fall back and Morton to fall on top of 
Ole for the pinfall. Time of the match:

Tully Blanchard vs. Dusty 
Rhodes: This was a first blood match 
with the winner being the first man 
who could draw his opponent's blood. 
Rhodes’ NWA TV title was at stake. 
JJ. Dillon came into the ring with 
Blanchard, and Rhodes attacked Dillon 
immediately, opening a huge gash in 
his head. After several minutes in 
which the two men refused to lock up, 
Rhodes scored the first advantage as 
he suplexed Tully and pounded him 
until he bled. Referee Earl Hebner, 
unfortunately, had been knocked out 
by the suplex, and before he woke up, 
Dillon wiped the blood off his wres- 
tler’s face and closed the cut with Vas- 
eline. Dillon handed Tully a roll of 
coins, which Blanchard used to open a 
wound in Dusty's head. By then the 
referee had woken up, saw Dusty 
bleeding, and awarded the bout and 
the title to Blanchard. Time of the 
match: 7:27. 


Ronnie Garvin vs. Big Bubba 
Rogers: This Louisiana street fight pit- 
ted Garvin's “hands of stone” against 
the seemingly impervious Bubba. At 
the start of the match, Garvin grabbed 
a beer from a ringside fan and threw it 
in Bubba's face. Garvin boxed Bubba 
for a few minutes, but Bubba came 
back, hitting Garvin with a roll of 
coins. When Bubba delivered a big 
splash on Garvin, many fans thought it 
was over, but Garvin kicked out at the 
two-count. Garvin continued to box 
Bubba, who came back once more

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with a bearhug and another ‘splash. 
Garvin kicked out and delivered a pile- 
driver to Bubba. Then Jim Cornette 
interfered, hitting Garvin in the head 


with his tennis racket. Bubba and Gar- 


vin were both out cold, and the referee 
ruled that the first man to get to his 
feet would win. When Garvin tried to 
get up, Cornette hit him in the knees 
with the racket while the referee wasn’t 
looking!

The advantage 
switched several times, with Houston 
delivering an atomic kneedrop, and 
Dundee coming back later with a dou- 
ble sledgehammer off the ropes. When 
Dundee took off his boot to attack 
Houston, the referee ruled a disqualifi- 
cation and gave the victory to the 
defending champion. Time of the 
match: 10:24. 

Ivan Koloff & Krusher Khru- 
shchev vs. The Kansas Jayhawks: 
This match saw the U.S. tag team 
belts on the line in a no-disqualification 
match as the Russian champions faced 
the Jayhawks in a bout that recalled 
the final match of the U.S. tag team 
title tournament. The match was a 
pure brawl from start to finish, with 
the end result coming when Dutch 
Mantel used his bullwhip to -pull both 
Russians off their feet and down to the 
mat. Khrushchev then got his chain 
and, as Bobby Jaggers came flying off 
the ropes toward him, hit the Jayhawk 
in the head with it. Ivan and Jaggers 
were the legal men in the ring as 
Koloff moved in and pinned Bobby for 
the victory. Time of the match: 9:12. 

The Road Warriors vs. The Mid- 
night Express: These two teams were 
indeed “Skywalkers” as the battle took 
place on a scaffold that was construct-

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ed 20 feet above the ring. Special rec- 
ognition should go to Road Warrior 
Hawk, who wrestled the bout despite 
the fact that he broke his leg in two 
places just four weeks earlier. The ear- 
ly advantage went to The Midnight Ex- 
press when they threw powder.in the 
eyes of the Warriors. Hawk and Ani- 
mal scrambled to open wounds on 
Condrey and Eaton’s heads.

After the victory, Paul Eller- 
ing chased Jim Cornette, who has a 
morbid fear of heights, to the top of 
the scaffold. Animal was on the scaf- 
fold, and Cornette was caught between 
the two. Comette hung from the scaf- 
fold, and screamed for Big Bubba 
Rogers to catch him as he fell. Despite 
Rogers’ efforts, Cornette hurt his right 
leg badly and will require arthroscopic 
surgery.

Ric Flair vs. Nikita Koloff: Sur- 
prisingly, Nikita was booed more than 
he was cheered for his NWA World 
title match with Flair. Koloff overpow- 
ered Flair in the early going, but Flair 
soon used his scientific expertise to 
gain the upper hand. The match de- 
generated into a brawl. As Nikita went 
to clothesline Flair, the champion 
moved out of the way and referee 
Tommy Young was hit by Nikita. 
Nikita tried to revive Young as alter- 
nate referee Scrappy McGowan ran to 
the ring. Flair delivered a kneedrive to 
Nikita and nearly scored the three- 
count. Nikita then went wild, pushing 
both referees around the ring (thus 
earning a disqualification) and locking 
up with Flair in a brawl that also saw 
Flair push the refs (earning a disqualifi- 
cation for himself as well). The two 
grapplers then locked up in a fight 
that, if unchecked, promised to go on 
to the death. Several wrestlers ran to 
the ring to pry the two grapplers apart, 
and Nikita clotheslined several of them. 
Finally, the wrestlers were able to re- 
store order.
